The Philips League may introduce club licences 
which can be revoked if clubs do not fulfil their obliga- 


tions. 


PSL manager John Frank said he would recommend the licensing 
scheme to the league’s council of clubs. 


A similar scheme exists in 
West Germany, one of the 
countriss Mr Frank visited on 
4 recent study tour. 

He spoke about the tour to 
@ meeting of the Australian 
Soccer Press Association at 
the Vineyard Restaurant in St 
Kilda last week. 

“| would like to see the 
ASF-PSL relationship pat- 
terned on the German set-up 
more than any other,” Mr 
Frank said. 

He said the German 
Bundesliga licenses its clubs 
on @ yearly basis. 

“In theory, if Moenchen-

gladbach wins the cham- 
pionship, it can still be asked 
to appear before a special 
tribunal to explain why It has 
not fulfilled the undertakings 
given the previous year. 
These could be in relation to 
juniors, finance, ground im- 
provements or increasing 
crowds,” Mr Frank said. 

“If a club does the wrong 
thing, if it fails to meet its 
obligations or if it incurs ex- 
cessive debts, its licence can 
be revoked, meaning it Is ex- 
pelled from the league.” 

Mr Frank made a detailed 
study of league and club 
Operations In West Germany, 
England and the United 
States. 

On the financial set-up in 
Germany, he explained that 
the German Federation (DFB) 
receives all money from inter- 
national matches and 4% of 
gate receipts of ail Bundesliga 
matches. 

Bundesliga clubs pay a 
nominal! affitiation fee of 
DM100 (about $30) and lodge 
a security bond of DM200,000 
(about $60,000). 

Money earned by the 
league from commercial en- 
dorsements and other 
sources is channelled back to 
the clubs. 





About DM25 million ($8 
million) in lottery income goes 
to the various soccer regions 
and must be spent on improv- 
ing ground facilities. 


The standard of refereeing 
in Germany is the highest in

MARCONI 
$1500 


The Philips League management committee has im- 
posed fines totalling $1500 on Marconi and a $300 fine 





on Brisbane City for breaches of PSL rules. 


The fines were imposed at 
a PSL management commit- 
tee meeting in Adelaide. 

League manager, John 
Frank, said the main item of 
discussion was the so called 
“Marconi affair” 

Three weeks ago Marconi 
was fined $2000 by the 
Australian Soccer Federation 
for refusing to release Peter 
Sharne and Paul Degney for 
Australia’s game against 
Greece. 

However Marconi took the 
ASF to court and had the fine 
and suspensions declared in- 
valid 


Mr Frank said the Council 
of Clubs has decided the mat- 
ter should be re-opened. 

“The PSL committee 
debated the Marconi issue 
and found the club guilty of 
breaking PSL rules which re- 
quest ail league clubs to 
release to the ASF any club 
players for national or state 
representative matches,” Mr 
Frank said. 

The club was fined $1000 
for this breach.” 

Marconi was fined a further 
$500 for an incident at Bos- 
sley Park last Sunday week in 
which a spectator jumped the 
fence and attacked a 
linesman.

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“The management commit- 
tee examined the evidence as 
presented by various officials, 
and decided that Marconi be 
fined $500 for failing to con- 
trol the crowd and protect of- 
ficials, as provided in the PSL 
rules,” Mr Frank said. 





“The committee further is- 
sued a strong recommenda- 
tion that the club provide ade- 
quate fencing around the 
perimeter of the playing area 
at Bossley park.” 

“The club was also advised 
to have officials patrot the 
ground during games,” he 
said. 


Mr Frank said a third inci- 
dent, also involving Marconi, 
was discussed at the meeting. 

The matter involved an In- 
cident at Brisbane City on 
June 25 in which Marconi 
coach Rale Rasic was struck 
by a Brisbane City official. 


“After considering reports 
from both clubs, it was 
decided that Marconi be cen- 
sured for the conduct of some 
of its players and officials 
after the game,” Mr Frank 
said 

“In particular, unseemly 


language was used by players 
after the aame.” 


“But,” said Mr Frank, “the 
management committee will 
not tolerate physical violence 
amongst either players or of- 
ficials.”” 


He said Brisbane City was 
fined $300 for the admitted 
assault on Rasic, and the club 
has been directed that the of- 
ficial involved in the incident 
make an unconditional 


apology to the Marconi 
coach. 
Earlier, the Council of 


Clubs meeting decided to 
recommend to the Australian 
Soccer Federation that 1979 
fixtures be held along similar 
lines to this years.

Club members, supporters and 
officials will meet at Albion's 
Selwyn Park at 1 p.m. to discuss 
the club's financia) problems and 
the actions that are to be taken. 

The club will attempt to find 
sponsors that will help Albion get 
over the current crisis. It was 
revealed that a car manufacturer 
Leyland decreased its sponsorship 
of Albion at the start of this year, 
even though the club had won 
promotion to the State League. 

Albion received only $1000 from 
the Leyland company this year, 

Albion's hopes of avoiding 
relegation nose-dived when it lost 
to sunshine and when fellow 
Struggler Altona walloped 
Frankston 4-0. Albion is now 
Stranded in last place, two points 
adrift of three teams — Juventus, 
Ringwood and Altona — who are 
on nine points. 

Against Sunshine, Albion was 
disorganised and lacked system 
and confidence. The players have, 
to their credit responded well by 
agreeing to play without payment 
for a couple of games, but the size 
of the task at hand confirms Albion 
as the favorite to take the big drop, 
although there's a long way to go. 

Sunshine, on the other hand, 
has a solid defence and consistent 
If unspectacular, midfield and 
forward lines. The team shook off 
the memory of the 3-5 defeat to 
Frankston and returned to show 
form that should keep Sunshine in 
the top four 

The stars of Sunshine’s win were

These figures could be ignored, but the 
success-hungry Croatians don’t like being 
second best and will no doubt be out to rec- 
tify the situation. 

Makedonia knows what it’s like to finish 
second. Twice this season it has been beaten 
by Croatia, but the Macedonian supporters 
are confident of a different result this time. 

Any reader of daily papers will find a mass 
of figures about V.F.L. football on the 
Sporting pages. Each players’ performance 
is analysed, listing kicks and hand passes, 
number of remarks, etc. It's not possible to 
do the same in soccer, but here are some in- 
teresting statistics from ‘Soccer Action’ 
records on the State League.

There’s much more than just 
two points riding on the Vic- 
torian State League clash 
between Makedonia and 
Croatia on Sunday. The pride 
of the clubs and their partisan 
fans, prestige and the unof- 
ficial champion’s crown are at 


stake. 


Victorian soccer has seen plenty of big 
games but this battle has a special intensity 
that lifts it into a class of its own. 

it will be a soccer war; a close encounter of 
the ferocious kind! 

Crowd estimates have ranged from 7000 
to 10,000. It would be a shot in the arm for the 
State League if the attendance could reach 
the magical five figures, as well as boost the 
two club’s claim for a spot in the national 
league — something about which much has 
been written in ‘Seccer Action’. | think the 
crowd will be around the 9000 mark. 

Makedonia and Croatia are the super 
powers of the State League. In recent weeks 
they've been destroying all opposition that 
crossed their paths 

Now the two are on a collision course and 
powering full steam ahead. 

Let's recall their two earlier meetings this 
season The first clash — soccer war one — 
was staged at Olympic Park (the venue for 
Sunday's game) in late March. Croatia the 
victor took off the Ampol Cup a trophy it won 
also in 1977 It was an even game and 
penalties were needed to separate the 
teams 

Makedonia made all the early running go- 
ing to a 2-0 lead after 20 minutes. Paul Hal- 
lam scored both goals but has been absent 
from the Makedonia team since mid-May 

Croatia stowly but surely overpowered

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had been staged. 54 games finished with 
winners, and 18 finished drawn.

No team scored in every round. Croatia 
and Slavia were the nearest to achieving this 
feat, scoring in all bar one match they 
played.

Gardiner starts many attacking moves with 
his accurate passing, or runs with the ball 
from defence to midfield. lf he is given the 
time to do these things, it will prove dis- 
asterous for Makedonia. 

The Makedonia midfielders must not give 
the ball to McMillan in the air. Kokoska is 
rarely beaten in heading duels, so it's 
pointless to play high balls. Early passes that 
will allow McMillan to use his pace are 


needed. 

@ Croatia has very fast wingers. If Tommy 
Cumming has one of those days when he’s 
unbeatable, there's not much Makedonia can 
do. Makedonia right back Lube Petrovski 
must try to curb his attacking instincts when 
Cumming is around. Petrovski contributes 
well to the attack with his overlaps and 
penetrating runs, but if caught upfield, he’d 
have little chance of recovery on the speedy 
Cumming. 

© Ante Bitaver the left back, will have to 
mark John Bernard, very closely. Bernard 
doesn't play as a regular outright forward, 
and often wanders into midfield to pick up 
the ball. If givon the space, he is a big threat. 
He can shoot powertully, as well as set up 
plays with quick 1-2’s. Alan Kerr may be 
given the job of shadowing Bernard, or be in- 
structed to pick him up when Croatia loses 
possession ; 

@ Makedonia’s defence Is not as tight as it 
could be. Centre back’s Gary Hooper and 
Tom Brewerton lack pace — and pace is the 
strength of the men they face. 

It's hard to predict what the pattern of the 
game will be. The Ampo! Cup final was 
played at a hectic pace, and was very 
physical. 

Croatia attacks as a team, and bullds up 
well. Its wingers, as stated, are one of the 
strength of the team. Makedonia faces the 
danger of either Cumming or Billy Vojtek 
getting behind the team’s defence. 

Makedonia is a shock attack team. The 
goalscoring responsibility lies mainly with 
McMillan and Bernard, who make the most 
of any openings. 

Billy McClymont is a midfielder capable of 
playing these killer balls. He likes to go 
forward, and he can afford to neglect his 
defensive duties because Blasevski lies 
deep and Lesbirel rarely commits himself to 
go forward. The player-coach is a general in

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the last round of the season. 


That's the big news 
with which the German 
Bundesliga season drew 
to a close. 

But before we discuss 
those points, let's have a 
look at the new German 
champion, 1. FC Koein, 
coached by Hennes 
Welsweller. 

Koeln won the first 
Bundesliga cham- 
plonship in 1964 and 
had to wait until now to 
repeat that success, 
This time Koeln went 
one better, adding the 
Cup as well. The double 
had been achieved 
previously by Schalke in 
1937 and by Bayern 
Muenchen in 1969. 

Koeln has an ex- 
cellent defence in 
goalkeeper 
Schumacher, Konopka, 
Gerber, Strack and Zim- 
mermann. The average 
age of those players is 
only 23%, yet most are 
internationals. 

The midfield trio of 
Cullmann (he played 
against Australia in the 
1974 World Cup finals), 
Flohe and Neumann, is 
considered the best in 
Germany. Weisweiler 
says: “They can do

In attack, Koeln has 
Dieter Mueller, Ger- 
many's top scorer, 
Belgian Roger van Gool, 
and Japanese Okudera. 

Wilimer and Prestin 
are among the most 
talented reserves. 

In mid-January, Koein 
had a lead of six points 
over runner-up Borussia 
Moenchengladbach but 
on April 1, Gladbach 
caught up when Koeln 
lost 0-1 to Eintracht 
Frankfurt. 

And so the cham- 
pionship was decided 
on goal average, when 
Koeln won its last match 
5-0 against relegated St 
Pauli, Gladbach seemed 
to have no hope at all, 
but Gladbach came so 
close by beating Dort- 
mund 12-0 in the last 
match. 


Those 12 goals were 
not enough, but charges 
that Dortmund had 
thrown the match led to 
an official inquiry by the 
German Football As- 
sociation (DF8). 


The enquiry found 
that there had been 
trouble behind the 
scenes at Dortmund for 
some time. Manager 
Otto Rehhagel had 
clashed openly with 
goalkeeper Peter 
Endrulst, and then there 
was the shock an- 
nouncement that 
Volkmar Gross would be 
bought from Schalke to 
replace Endrulat the 
following season. As it 
turned out, the talk was 
premature, but it so un- 
nerved Endrutat that he 
had a shocking match 
against Gladbach, as 
did the rest of the Dort- 
mund team, 


Heinz Fiohe 
Rehhagel was sacked 
after the game, and 
replaced by former in- 
ternational forward Sigi 
Held. The players were 
fined about $800 each. 

Meanwhile, Bayern 
Munich ended the 
season as the only team 
without an away win. 
Bayern has not won an 
away game since 
November 27, 1976. 

The only team un- 
beaten at home was 
Hertha BSC of West 
Berlin, but Hertha has 
been threatened with 
having its licence 
revoked because of 
debts said to be more 
than $700,000. 

Total Bundesliga at- 
tendance for the season 
was 8,043,000 — a 
record, and the most 
popular club was VIB 
Stuttgart, whose 17 
home games were

Stuttgart finished 
fourth and qualified for 
the UEFA Cup. 

As the players’ earn- 
ings are related to crowd 
figures, each player 
received $65,000 each 
on top of their monthly 
salaries. This was made 
up of about $38,000 in 
percentage of gate 
receipts, $12,000 for 
avoiding relegation in 
the first year since being 
promoted, $4000 for 
qualifying for the UEFA 
Cup and $11,000 as a 
points bonus. 

Moenchengladbach 
will be a changed team 
next season as Wimmer 
and Wittkamp are retir- 
ing, and Hamburg will 
retain Kevin Keegan 
despite al! the talk that 
he would be leaving. 


But the Professional Foot- 
ballers’ Association appear 
likely to Oppose the granting 
of work permits because 
there is no reciprocal 
arrangement for British stars 
to play in Argentina. 

The Argentine pair should 
be granted permits within a 
month of their application be- 
ing received. 

“Work permits are issued 
to people who nave a job 
waiting for them, provided the 
employer has tried and failed 
to recruit suitable talent in this 
country,” a British Govern- 
ment spokesman said. 

Cliff Lloyd, secretary of the 
Players’ Union, is worried that 
the arrival of Ardiles and Villa, 
both 25, will see the start of a 
steady stream of Argentine 
players to Britain. 

“Itis a situation that cannot 
be dismissed lightly,” Lloyd 
said. 

“We could be caught up in 
something that is detrimental 
to the game in this country as 
a whole — both at club and in- 
ternational level.” 

And a League spokesman 
said “| do not forsee any dif- 
ficulties,” 

“It was agreed last month 
that clubs should be permit- 
ted to play up to two foreign- 
born players, and it seems 
logical that the management 
committee will accept the 














Zlatko “Tachik” Cajkovski, 54, has been 
appointed coach of Swiss club FC Zurich.

Cajkovski was capped 57 
times for Yugoslavia and 
played for the Rest of the 
World in 1953.

An off-side attacker will remain off-side 
even if the ball was last touched or 
ee by a defender ; 

he change abolishes the third of the 
four exceations to rule eleven, the off- 
side law Theoretically it comes into 
force on July 25 but national soccer as- 
sociations can delay its introduction un- 
til the season after next if they wish. 

On free-kicks the international board 
has changed the faw (rule 13) to allow a 
defending team to take a free-kick given 
in its peal area, at any point inside the 
half of the six yard box in which the in- 
fringement was made

“Putting the fun back into 
children’s sport” — this is the 
headline of an article sent to 
me by Mr Walter Pless from 
Tasmania. 


A colleague of his wrote 
this article some time ago and 
after reading it and having 
seen yellow and red cards is- 
sued to kids nine years old 
recently, | think his article 
deserves publishing in “Soc- 
cer Action”. 

Maybe referees could start 
issuing “smiley badges” in- 
stead of those other cards, 
and as Mr Malicolm W. Wells 
suggests, put some FUN back 
into the sport. 

As | said before Mr Wells Is 
the author of this article, and I 
have taken the liberty to quote 
only the parts which relate to 
soccer. Mr Wells writes: 


Fun is a term which, while 
in everyday use in our society, 
is extremely difficult to define 
when one is pressured to do 
s0. Traditionally fun has been 
associated with euphoria and 
light-heartedness. The Ox- 
ford Dictionary suggests that 
fun Is synonymous with sport, 
amusement or play. Fun Is 
that feeling of ‘having a good 
time’, ‘feeling good’.
